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HROUGHOUT MANY CIVILIZA- 
RNY TIONS, handkerchiefs have had 
a singular destiny. They have 
been worn by peasant and noblemen, in- 
cluded in the dowries of many great 
personages and served as clever gifts. 

The ancient Egyptians made hand- 
kerchiefs from their native reeds. 
Roman women greeted their favorite 
gladiators by waving “sudaria’” of 
white Spanish or Egyptian linen. They 
also used them as face veils as they 
walked through the streets of Pompei. 
At first, the Roman handkerchiefs were 
plain white squares, evolving into elab- 
orately woven and fringed “mappa”. 

In early Christian history, handker- 
chiefs were used mainiy as ritual ob- 
jects and it was only in the 15th Cen- 
tury that they became popular again as 
a fashion auxiliary. An important mem- 
ber of the Sforza family received more 
than 400 “fazoletti” (handkerchiefs to 
us) from her fiance. Linen was the fav- 
orite fabric at this time, coming from 
the French city of Rheims, which later 
became famous for its champagne. 
Women of the leisure class would em- 
broider their ’kerchiefs with ‘‘reticella’”’ 
work, often creating their own designs. 

Under the leadership of the Italian 
Catherine de Medici, in the 16th Cen- 
tury, elaborately embroidered and per- 
fumed handkerchiefs became great fav- 
orites at the French court . . . sumptu- 
ary laws prevented their use by the 
general public. In the 1600’s, handker- 
chiefs were recognized as an indispens- 
able fashion accessory, as important as 
jewelry and often as costly. The emer- 
gence of Paris as a fashion center is 
illustrated by a copper engraving called 
“La Gallerie de Paris”, one of the first 
known ‘“‘boutiques,” which shows hand- 
kerchiefs being sold, along with other 
accessories. 

Until this period, handkerchiefs had 
been a luxury available only to the very 
rich. In fact, limited to them by law. 
The introduction of efficient textile 
printing methods in the 17th Century, 
turned the once exclusive “handker- 
cher” into a readily available and inex- 
pensive article. “Conversation” prints 
became the vogue and museum pieces 
show that subjects were varied and in- 
teresting.

The famous jewelers whose shops line the Place Ven- 

dome, feature bracelets in this category of heavy twisted gold 
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cord, dramatized by a diamond bar from which hangs supple 
gold tassels. Other ‘‘whimsies” include: bracelet of chiseled 
gold with ‘‘picot” edge of diamonds, festooned through center 
with gold cord.... bowknot clip of multiple loops in open-work 
gold studded with rubies; necklaces of gold rope of Victorian 
inspiration, with pendant motifs of loops or tassels.

Energy Potential of Wool Similar to 


« OOL IS CHARGED with locked-in 
Aq energy waiting to be released,” 
reports Mr. Giles E. Hopkins, 
technical director of the Wool Bureau, 
New York City. “The fiber not only can 
be extended, bent, twisted and then re- 
turned to its initial shape and dimen- 
sions, but its built-in energy can cause 
the fiber to shorten itself in much the 
same way as we flex our muscles.” 
This “restlessness” of wool fibers is 
important because it helps to prevent 
packing down of fabrics. The three- 
dimensional crimp of wool makes for 
“lofty” fabrics which trap a maximum 
volume of air for heat insulation and 
also allow water vapor to escape. 
When it comes to chemistry, we find 
more paradoxes in wool’s properties, 
for scientists have discovered that the 
outer membrane is chemically inert .. . 
it protects the fiber from many types of 
accidental chemical change. Chemical 
treatments, as dyeing, must be designed 
to penetrate this protective sheath. 
Wool can be dyed with a wide variety 
of dyestuffs to give the desired com- 
bination of hue, brilliance and fastness 
against light, perspiration, heat, wash- 
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that of Muscle 


ing, dry cleaning, etc. This is because 
wool crosses that critical boundary 
which divides acids from alkalies. It 
can behave as either an alkali or acid 
and can react with either one. 

Free wool fibers when immersed in 
water, will wriggle about with enough 
energy to push each other aside. Even 
changes in the relative humidity of the 
surrounding atmosphere, will cause the 
fibers to twist or rotate. 

An impermeable membrane on the 
outer scales of the wool fiber makes it 
actually water repellent. This gives wool 
garments much of their water-shedding 
quality ...a quality that is most ap- 
parent in textured wool fabrics, such as 
tweeds and the like, that have resilient 
broken surfaces to aid in repelling rain. 

The ability of this outer membrane 
to shed water is in apparent contradic- 
tion to another important characteristic 
of wool. Openings in this same mem- 
brane allow water vapor to enter. the 
honeycombed interior of the fiber. This 
inner structure has an immense capac- 
ity for absorption . . . which accounts 
for wool’s great comfort and lack of 
clamminess.

E* season was a brilliant one: the opening of the exhibi- 

.~ tion of paintings and mementoes of the turf entitled 
“Racing,” at the Society of the Four Arts. Probably the most 
impressive showing devoted to this topic ever to be assembled 
in this country, the exhibition also proved itself a memorable 
social event in many unusual ways. 

The collection of fine, notable or highly historic paint- 
ings assembled and displayed in a manner that did great 
credit to Mr. Allen McNab, art advisor to the Society, was 
the first major exhibit of art works on the topic since the 
1939 display entitled “Hunting and Racing.” The Four /.rts 
showing did not include hunting, and, because of its brilliance 
and the opulent response of many of this country’s finest 
collectors, was the most important exhibition of the sort 
ever to have been brought together on this side of the 
Atlantic. 

In all, thirty-two nationally-known collectors contributed 
important canvases from among their art treasures to be 
shown by the Society. The Palm Beach winter colony par- 
ticipating generously included the names of Col. and Mrs. 
Harold Fowler, Paul R. Ilyinsky, Mrs. Vaughan C. Spaulding 
and Mrs. Widener Wichfeld. 

From prominent collections in Miami notable loans were 
made by Alfred I. Barton, Mrs. Forbes Hawkes, Mr. and Mrs.

In addition, the display was enhanced by a loan from 
Yale University, the self-portrait of Edward Troye, illus- 
trated herewith, a delightful piece of Americana depicting 
the artist justly famous for his paintings of great horses of 
the early American turf. The National Museum of Racing 
added to the interest of this painting by lending the watch, 
binoculars and painting tools of the artist. Henry Brenner, 
the sculptor who executed the life-sized bronze of “Billy 
Barton” that adorns the entrance to the Laurel Racetrack 
lent the preliminary small sculpture of the great horse to 
this exhibit. Lastly, through the courtesy of John C. Clarke, 
president of Hialeah Race Course, silks from the great stables 
competing this year at Hialeah added particular color and 
flavor to this memorable presentation. 

John C. Clarke, in his foreword to the catalog to the 
exhibit, aptly keynoted its numerous merits as ‘a sort of 
living chronicle.” He also reminded us of something that 
became very striking, going from one work to another, 
namely, that “only the sovereigns of modern history have 
been as carefully and consistently recorded in oil as the royal 
sires and dams and turf-rulers,’ shown thanks to the gen- 
erosity of racing and art enthusiasts around the country. 


Edouard Manet’s “Course au Bois de Boulogne,” lent by 
John Hay Whitney, was the most notable canvas on display 
relating directly neither to the historical lore of the turf nor 
to portraiture of great horses that have illustrated it. A 
rare bronze, a very spirited piece, by the painter Degas, lent 
by Mrs. Forbes Hawkes, probably should come next. But 
then how can one do proper justice to the merits of other 
notable works such as the ‘Warren Hill, Newmarket’ by 
John Wootton, the earliest depiction of a racing meet being 
shown, lent by Mr. and Mrs. E. F. Hutton. 

Returning to each canvas in turn the temptation arose 
to annotate each and every work as it was enumerated in 
the catalog. Each has its own special merit or merits and 
claims upon our interest. From the hieratic “Flying Chil- 
ders” of James Seymour, lent by Colonel and Mrs. Harold 
Fowler, to Carle Vernet’s ‘Five Racers Preparing to Start”’ 
belonging to the Forsyth Wickes collection, from the ‘“New- 
market, King’s Plate,” lent by Mrs. Widener Wichfeld, who 
has a predilection for the works of Francis Sartorius, to the 
Sir Alfred J. Munning’s’ canvas ‘Going to the Start,” high- 
lighting the other end of the gallery, thanks to one of a 
number of loans by Mr. and Mrs. William Cox Wright, the 
atmosphere throughout was one of tempered brilliance. 

The artistic, the historic, the social and the sentimental 
with regard to racing giants of the past, all vied with each 
other in distinguishing and bringing into prominence every 
piece on display. 

The historians of the turf probably selected other works 
because of great names of racing giants. 

Regardless, however, of the criterion one selected such 
paintings as the portrait of “Eclipse” by George Stubbs, 
lent, together with nine other notable works, by F. Ambrose 
Clark from his rich collection, typified by its many-facetted 
merits the brilliant attraction of this opening event of the 
Palm Beach art season of 1953-1954.

Power Squadron has been on the job all year with its con- 
structive program for increased boat safety and pleasure. 
Members of the power squadron and the ladies of the power 
squadron auxiliary are such enthusiastic yachtsmen they 
never rest in the pursuit of high boating standards. 


It was just ten years ago that several prominent yachts- 
men organized the Power Squadron, an affiliate of the 
United States Power Squadrons. There were ten members, 
in the beginning. The four original officers, Henry Clay 
Gibson, commander; Roscoe Tate Anthony, lieutenant com- 
mander; Le Roy Coates Gross, secretary and James Mac- 
Allen Ballentine, treasurer, still retain their membership. 

Commander Gross succeeded Commander Gibson to 
become the Power Squadron’s second leader, and served two 
one-year terms, 1946 to 1948. Comdr. A. Winfield Chapin 
served from 1948 to 1949, followed by Comdr. Todd H. Green 
in 1950. In 1952 Comdr. John O. Manning took the office, 
which he still holds. 

Membership in the organization has grown to seventy- 
five, an impressive number for one locality in view of the 
fact all members must take and pass a ten-week piloting 
course and examination. The educational program consists 
of five required grades in piloting, seamanship, advanced 
piloting, junior navigation and navigation, as well as three 
elective courses of weather, engine maintenance and sail. 

So high are the standards of these courses that the 
United States Army has accepted a completely endorsed 
United States Power Squadron certificate in lieu of a four 
year college education from applicants for a commission in 
the harbor craft units of the transportation corps.

There can be little doubt, this. city’s winter schedule of 
events is hitting its high point. 

Opening of Hialeah last Saturday proved a stellar affair 
with special festivities surrounding the new $2,500,000 club- 
house of a French Mediterranean design. Furnishings are 
of 18th century French flavor. The structure has more than 
three acres of floor space, seats 5,000 bettors, nearly triple 
the number provided in the old clubhouse, 162 boxes, six 
escalators, four elevators and five grand staircases. 

Newest innovation is the heliport which provides land- 
ing space for helicopters commuting between here and Palm 
Beach as well as other resort areas. 

The clubhouse has more than a 280 per cent increase in 
dining room seats. Other facilities in the new structure, 
designed by Lester Geistler, are numerous mutuel windows 
on the first and second floors, concession stands, lounges, 
promenades, terraces and kitchens. 

Upcoming stake races at Hialeah are the $15,000 Hibis- 
cus, scheduled for tomorrow (Jan. 23), the $15,000 Palm 
Beach handicap, Jan. 27, the $15,000 Royal Palm, Jan. 30, 
and the $15,000 Bahamas, Feb. 3. 

Tomorrow night (Jan. 23) the Greater Miami Opera 
Guild will present “Madame Butterfly’ at the Dade County 
auditorium. Featured will be Licia Albanese, soprano; Mack 
Morgan, baritone; Thelma Altman, mezzo soprano; John 
Crane, tenor, and Claramae Turner, mezzo soprano. 

Jose Greco and his Spanish dancing troupe move into 


the auditorium Sunday (Jan. 24) for a one-night perform- 
ance. His show will be followed Monday by Szymon Goldberg, 
violinist, and the University of Miami symphony orchestra. 

One of the leading women amateur golf tournaments, 
the 22nd annual Helen Lee Doherty, begins Jan. 27 through 
Jan. 31 at the Miami Shores Country Club. This will mark 
the first appearance of the tournament at Miami Shores.

Hearst purchased the building in 1926, had it dis- 
mantled and shipped to this country. The cloister was later 
purchased by Cincinnati business men and reconstruction was 
made here.

Cheered on by his co- 
operative family and supported by his almost fanatically loyal 
employees, the indomitable Mr. Cunningham will enter his 


_ blue and white sports cars again and again, until he succeeds 


in bringing to America the world’s foremost road-racing 
trophy. 

The high point of a Cunningham crew year is June—all 
the other months are a build-up to June, and a recess from 
June. In that month, four times now, Briggs Cunningham 


and his dedicated engineers, mechanics and drivers have tried 


with every ounce of brains and brawn they possess to beat 
the lighter, faster continental sports cars at Le Mans. Four 
times they have planned well and fought gallantly; at several 
points victory was a strong possibility. They have shown 
Europe a good fight and American sportsmanship at its 
finest, but they haven’t quite had enough speed and luck. 

June, 1954 will undoubtedly be the year in which a 
Cunningham sports car will show its twin-exhausts to all 
the European challengers. Major changes are being made at 
the Cunningham factory — weight being taken off without 
sacrificing safety features — speed being added, with addi- 
tional braking power to compensate. 

Recent changes in the Cunningham include torsion bar 
springing, precision point steering, light underslung chassis 
and new streamlined body contours.

The sedans and convertibles bearing Cunningham labels 
are expensive—nine thousand and ten thousand dollars, plus 
taxes. Even at this price the probability is that Briggs 
Cunningham loses around five thousand dollars on each one 
he sells. Every car is a hand made and hand-fitted job. 

In the case of his racing cars, when they are finally 
sold after having served the Cunningham crews to the best 
of their ability, they have been hard-used. They bring 
around fifteen thousand dollars as used cars, and here the 
loss to Cunningham is even greater than in the passenger 
cars. In the first two years of operation, the Cunningham 
automobile manufacturing venture had suffered a net loss of 
half a million. Few men could afford such an investment 
in futuristic engineering; but all who ride in cars will eventu- 
ally benefit from his safety pioneering.

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ARIS STARTS THE NEW YEAR WITH A NEW FACE. A new 
IP first family in the Elysee Palace, a new government 

in the Quai d’Orsay, and a French royal family on 
home soil for the first time in 68 years. In March there will 
be a new first family of Britishers in the rue du Faubourg- 
St-Honore—Sir Gladwyn and Lady Jebb. Sir Gladwyn, cher- 
ished by American TV audiences for his dry wit, immediately 
proved his diplomatic fitness to the complete satisfaction of 
the French. Asked if he liked the prospect of going to France 
he beamed: “What man in his right mind wouldn’t be de- 
lighted at the idea of living in Paris?” 

What man, or woman, indeed. 

Happiest of all to be here are Monsigneur le Comte de 
Paris, Madame la Comtessa, and their eleven children. The 
pretender to the French throne and his royal (and loyal) 
wife were married in exile; their five sons and six daughters 
were born on foreign soils. Their yearning to come home 
can be imagined, and they might have come three years ago, 
with the repeal of the old law of exile, except for the housing 
shortage. It has taken the Count, heir of the kings who deco- 
rated the French landscape with palaces and chateaux, exactly 
that long to find a roof for his family. It had to be quite a 
big roof and he finally found it, at Louveciennes, near Marly. 
It is appropriately named Coeur Volant. 

A gentilhommiere, or manor house, Coeur Volant is set 
in a large park. Actually, the three-story Normandy-type 
house isn’t large enough for the whole family—the seven 
younger children live in a small dependent house which they 
called “Snow White.” The older ones, the princes, Henri and 
Francois, and the princesses, Isabelle and Helene, are housed 
with their parents, each girl having, for the first time in 
her life, a room of her own. 

The Count and the Countess are both of the house 
d’Orleans, descended from Louis Phillippe, last of the royal 
kings of France. The Countess was. Isabelle d’Orleans-Brag- 
ance, the Count, Henri d’Orleans, son of the late Duc de 
Guise and nephew of the late Duc d’Orleans. He was already 
in exile when he became engaged to the princess, and so 


If France had a royal throne, this handsome couple would grace it. Their coat of 

arms bears the three fleurs-de-lys of the kings of France. But, for the Count and 

Countess de Paris, just being at home is enough. With the repeal of the old law 

exiling the heir to the throne, they are permitted, for the first time, to live in 

France. With their eleven children, they are installed in a house of their own 
near Paris. 
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was prohibited from coming to the large reception her par- 
ents gave in Paris to announce the betrothal. He had his 
champagne across the border, in Belgium. They were mar- 
ried in Sicily, and for twenty-two years divided their time 
between Belgium and Portugal, hovering as near their coun- 
try as they could, waiting for the call to come home. They 
are proud of the “stairs” their children make—ages 21, 20, 
19, 18, 15, 18, 12:(the twins), 1077 and 5. 

It is a saying in France that if you have a title, then you 
have of course no money; if you are of royalty you have 
even less. This royal family lives frugally; the count drives — 
himself to work in his 16-horsepower Citroen, Isabelle takes _ 
the Metro to the hospital where she is studying nursing, the 
Countess rides a commuter’s train to Paris. The young 
princesses each get one evening gown a year, if they plan 
their budgets wisely. 

This, their first winter in Paris, will be the gayest season 
of their lives, climaxed by invitations to the June debut, in 
London, of Princess Alexandra, the Duchess of Kent’s daugh- 
ter, who has been their guest for three months. Like most 
fashionable English girls, Alexandra is having her cultural 
finishing in Paris by living en famille in a French household. 
The family of the Count de Paris is ideal for her, with four 
gay and fun-loving young people her age and, to direct her 
to the cultural things, the Countess, who knows the inside 
of Paris museums almost as well as do their curators. Alex- 
andra was well-launched on her Paris venture: her mother, 
her brother the Duke of Kent and Lady Churchill brought her 
across the channel. 

The Count de Paris, handsome, slender, very blue-eyed, 
with black hair and black moustache, devotes his working 
hours to the study of his country’s problems, discussing their 
possible solution in a bulletin which he publishes and sends, 
free, to those engaged in the administration of France. When 
Paris editor Francois Brigneau asked him if he believed it 
possible that a political reversal might bring back a mon- 
archical system, with him at its head, he answered: “I am 
at the service of my country. If, tomorrow, my presence is 
considered necessary, if it is believed that my presence is 
capable of giving France what now seems to be lacking, I 
will be ready.” 

In repealing the law of exile, the French government 
seemed to have no expectation of such a turn of events. 

The Count’s first important social appearance was ar- 
ranged for December 29, as the bride’s witness at the mar- 
riage of Princess Marguerite d’Aosta of the house of Savoy, 
and Archduke Robert of Austria, in the small French city 
of Bourg-en-Bresse. Prince Xavier of Bourbon was the 
bridegroom’s witness. 

For a number of reasons, this was Europe’s most inter- 
esting wedding of the year. For it, special arrangements. 
were made between the Bishop of Belley and the French 
ministry of fine arts to have the celebrated church of Brou 
reconsecrated so that the nuptial mass could be celebrated 
in it. When the church became an historical monument, 
under the supervision of the government, it had to be “un- 
blessed.” It is a magnificent old church, and draws almost 
as many tourists as Chartres. 

The young people had good reason for wanting to be 
married in this setting. Bresse in the middle ages was a 
province of the daichy of Savoy. The church was built by 
Marguerite of Austria, almost five hundred years ago, and 
she and others of their ancestors, Marguerite of Bourbon and 
her son, the young Philibert le Beau, are buried in it, their 
tombs surmounted by effigies so lifelike they seemed to be 
guests at the wedding. The windows are famous; last year 
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The sands of Nice along an almost tideless sea lined by glomorous hotels, surrounded 
by the hills of Provence that lead upwards to sunny Alps: rendezvous of aristocracy. 


cne of them was on loan to the Louvre for an exhibition of 
stained glass. The carvings on the altars and stalls are un- 
believably detailed; one panel, known as “the marriage cor- 
rection” because it shows a husband spanking his wife, 
caused some smiles among the wedding guests. The bride 
and bridegroom are both six feet tall. 

When they walked to the church through the town, be- 
tween rows of townspeople in costume and Austrian students 
with drawn sabres, they were a regal sight. Heading the 
march was the bridegroom’s brother, Crown Prince Otto, with 
Duchess d’Aosta, the bride’s mother. Following them were 
Empress Zita and her son, the bridegroom. Then ex-king 
Humbert of Italy, conducting the bride. Everybody more or 
less in exile, and yet supremely at home, every ancient stone 
around them bearing in effect the arms of the traditionally 
linked houses of Savoy and Austria. 

The wedding feast was exceptional too. Bourg-en-Bresse 
is one of the great culinary centers of France; from this 
region comes the celebrated poulet de Bresse, the last word 
in chicken the world over. 

“A curtain without recall has fallen on the last scene of 
Henri Bernstein’s best play—his life.” Thus one Paris critic 
began his evaluation of the late dramatist’s place in the the- 
atre, and in the life of Paris. In saluting the playwright’s 
talent, one must also acknowledge the driving urge which 
impelled him to work as if his livelihood depended upon it. 
The son of a rich banker, he might have spent his life at 
the races and in the gambling casinos which were the passion 
of his youth. His workshop and his home for the latter part 
of his life was the penthouse of his Theatre des Ambassa- 
durs, facing the American Embassy, his address the enviable 
No. 1 Avenue Gabriel. Around him lay the lovely Elysee 
gardens. For one who loved Paris, it was heaven in any 
season. His windows looked onto the Concords and on those 
rare winter nights when there is snow in Paris, the flakes 
swirling around the obelisk make a scene for artists. 

In spring, he looked into the snow of chestnut blossoms. 
But the sight below that he liked best, no doubt, was the 
stream of customers coming into his theatre. 

All this, and the rosette of a chevalier of the Legion of 
Honor, Mr. Bernstein had.

Following the inspection, Lord and Lady Ranfurly, accom- 
panied by the acting governor and Mrs. Gardner-Brown and 
the provost-marshal, walked to the Public Square, where they 
were introduced to the Hon. Guy McK. Henderson, Chief 
Justice of the Bahamas, and Mrs. Henderson. 


The route was lined with eager crowds, anxious to get 
their first glimpse of the Colony’s new governor and his 
Lady, and His Excellency and Lady Ranfurly smiled and 
nodded graciously to the mass of sightseers as they walked 
along the processional route. 


Following their introduction to Chief Justice and Mrs. 
Henderson, Lady Ranfurly was presented with a bouquet by 
a representative of the Nassau Garden Club. 

At the entrance to the Legislative Council Chamber, 
Lord and Lady Ranfurly were introduced to members of the 
Executive Council, and then proceeded upstairs to the com- 
mittee room, where the president of the Legislative Council, 
Sir Kenneth Solomon, and the speaker of the Bahamas House 
of Assembly, the Hon. Asa H. Pritchard, were presented. 


The introductions were followed by the impressive cere- 
mony of appointment, at which the new governor’s commis- 
sion of appointment is traditionally read. 


With Lord Ranfurly occupying the ceremonial dais, the 
provost marshal read the commission of appointment. The 
Chief Justice then invited Lord Ranfurly to take the oath 
of office, and administered the oath amid a hushed Legis- 
lature. 

The president of the Legislature and the speaker of the 
House of Assembly then presented their addresses of wel- 
come, and Lord Ranfurly replied and expressed, on behalf of 
Lady Ranfurly and himself, his pleasure at his new appoint- 
ment. 

The solemn and impressive ceremonies were witnessed 
by a number of socially distinguished residents and their 
guests, all of whom had received special invitations to attend.

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O PERSON WHO JOURNEYS TO FLORIDA, either in win- 
ter or in summer, should miss an opportunity to 
travel over one of this state’s most spectacular 
roadways—‘‘the highway that goes to sea’—to visit the 
unique, enchanting city of Key West, southernmost point in 
the United States. 

Key West is 218 miles southeast of Palm Beach, not a 
long distance in these days of speed, but the traveler will 
find the trip so intensely interesting he will be astonished 
at the length of time it takes to make the journey. Along 
almost every mile of the way he’ll find something to attract 
his attention, but these many delays will be enjoyable ones, 
and a trip from Palm Beach will long be remembered. 

Key West, at one time, was the largest city in Florida. 
Close to the tobacco centers in Cuba it flourished. Cigar 
making, chief occupation there, was a major industry in the 
state, and the townspeople looked for a bright future. But 
misfortune and disaster struck, and this big community on 
a tiny isle began to fade. Removal of big cigar factories from 
Key West to Tampa was a major blow, for it hampered 
employment. A hurricane that struck the keys and wiped 
out the only railroad to the mainland was a tragedy for this 
city, for it virtually was cut off from the world. 

But that same hurricane brought about a new prosperity 
to Key West. The Overseas Road and Toll Bridge District 
was created, to raise money, through bond issues, to construct 
bridges from one tiny key to another. The Florida East Coast 
Railroad’s right-of-way from Florida City to Key West was 
bought for $640,000. The Overseas Highway, stretching a 
distance of 122 miles across the Florida Keys, was built at 
a cost of $5,000,000. It is a triumph of engineering skill and 
ingenuity. On this road, motor traffic “goes to sea,” with 
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Bahia Hondo Bridge connecting the mainland with the nation’s southmost city— 
Key West, 
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the Atlantic Ocean on one side, the Gulf of Mexico on the 
other. 

One of the great problems was to find an economical 
design for placing a roadway deck on the bridge structure 
at Bahia Honda. Originally built for the passage of a single 
railroad train, it was not wide enough to carry motor traffic 


in both directions. For the engineers, the answer was simple: — 
they built the highway up and over the top of the towering — 


bridge structure, and the motorist is thrilled at ‘climbing 
a mountain” while he is driving his car ‘“‘at sea.” 
Arriving in Key West, the traveler will find scores of 


points of interest to keep him occupied during an exciting — 
visit. The “city that almost died’’—lost its charter, in fact— |

Eh. OF THE CHIEF CHARMS of Old Saint Augustine is 
its great serenity and peacefulness that is sheerly delightful 
and it is this charm which attracts so many visitors here 
year after year. Much of the original old world charm of 
Spanish days has been preserved in this city resting along 
the old sea wall—the Spanish Quarter with its narrow, cob- 
bled streets ... the dignified elegance of Plaza de la Con- 
stiticion ... the ancient sea wall promenade .. . century-old 
buildings . quaint overhanging balconies and an almost 
forgotten way of life in which peace and contentment were 
the prime requisities of gracious living—these are the present 
day treasures of Saint Augustine. 

Saint Augustine’s winter visitors and members of the 
resident colony are fortunate in having two beautiful town 
locations for entertaining, around which the social activities 
of the city revolve.

and the dreams of Jules Verne have captivated the 
imaginations of millions and still make very inter- 
esting reading for people of all ages. 

But they pale into insignificance in the light of the 
actual accomplishments of the inventor. He has transferred 
the unbelievable fantasy of yesteryear into the commonplace 
of today. 

Because of his efforts, the average American of today 
has an attractive home, electric lights, radio and television, 
and a host of appliances and services which were beyond the 
wildest dreams of a man in 1836 when the U.S. Patent Office 
was first established. 

All great inventors as well as great men are “before 
their time.”” They have given us the comforts and pleasures 
of modern life. They have also given us a backlog of delight- 
ful humor, in the mountainous archives of the United States 
Patent Office. The sublime and the silly patents come from 
all of the 48 states. 

The writer, a frustrated inventor himself, has collected 
over the years, copies of patents, pictures, stories and ance- 
dotes all connected with inventing. 

The world-changing and the wacky, the fascinating and

the fantastic, the amusing and the amazing, were made glue- 
brothers in his scrapbooks. The zanier the invention the more 
honored its position. 

Not the least of these being Frank M. Schmidt’s inven- 
tion, ‘Combined Fan and Fly Catcher”. 

It can get mighty hot in Duval County and doubly irri- 
tating with the pesky flies. Back in the first decade, Frank 
Schmidt of Jacksonville decided to do something about these ~ 
twin evils and he did. 

Frank liked to sit in his rocker in the shade of his porch. 
He yearned for a bit of breeze and for surcease of bother 
from the flies. He rocked and rocked and thought and 
thought. A fly buzzed by as he hit on an idea. Why not in- 
corporate a fan and a fly catcher into one? He could cool 
himself with the fan and at the same time utilize the same 
energy to catch the pesky critters. 

So he went to work. He fashioned two discs with handles. 
One fitting into the other. Each disc was covered with a 
sticky substance, As you fanned you caught flies. A friend 
could use one disc and help you catch flies while you fanned 
yourself. Then yon could have a fly-catching bee with prizes 
to the one who trapped the most flies. A bee would get a 
forfeit of ten points. 

Or you could hang one disc nearby and catch double the 
flies while you fan yourself with the other. Record fails to 
show how Schmidt and his friends made out with this 
ingenious idea. 

By mathematical progression the fan would get heavier 
and heavier with the dead flies and you would be decreasing 
your energy to fan yourself. And that is where we all 
came in. 

Modern Florida, thanks to the city and state fathers, 
does not have the same need for Mr. Schmidt's “Combined 
Fan and Fly Catcher” as their citizens in 1908, when the 
inventor received his Patent No. 884,213. 

Mrs. Lili Aline McGrath, a housewife of Mississippi, 
tried to take the drudgery out of her work. This was in 1914, 
before the era of homes with push-button, labor-saving gad- 
gets. She had a big house and lots of chores. 

Floor polishing was the most back breaking work. She 
Solved the problem in Patent No. 1,136,150. This was her 
story: 

“The main object is to provide a means for floor polish- 
ing in a pleasureable manner. A further object is to utilize 
the weight of the person using same.” 


So she patented heel-less slippers with soles of some soft 
polishing material. ‘This material is varied to suit the type 
of polish to be used on the floor. Loops are at the rear of the 
slippers. A cord is passed through the slippers to connect 
them. The cord is long enough to permit the wearer a full 
dancing stride, but not long enough to permit the feet to 
spread too far apart and let the wearer slip and fall. 


“To use: Just spread polish on the floor. Put on your 
polishing-dancing slippers, place on the latest dance record 
and dance. The weight of the dancer should help the floors 
get a better polishing than the customary elbow grease 
method.” Thus, instead of a dancing party roughening up 
the floors, the floors will be highly polished while everyone 
is making like Vernon Castle. One can almost visualize the 
canny housewife planning a dancing party ... On with the 
waltz!

Besides their 
talent they have added that special dimension of the spirit of 
the great tradition which elevates cooking to an art and, 
subtly, makes it, as well, a nourishment of the spirit. A true 
“coq au vin” takes us through the medieval halls of the Dukes 
of Burgundy, into the Salons of the Age of Reason or the 
delicate Paris of Proust.

EW YORKERS may boast of their swank clubs—‘El 

s\ Morocco,” ‘21’ and the “Stork’”—But Palm Beach- 

ers this season have something brand new and 

startling that soon should become known in all parts of the 
world where persons of prominence gather to dine. 

Club du Moulin Rouge, newly constructed over Nino’s 
Continental restaurant, the result of long-range planning, 
is a restricted dining room for members and guests—recently 
referred to by New York society columnist Cholly Knicker- 
bocker as “the 100.’ Nino’s Moulin Rouge is said to be the 
only club in the world ever designed and decorated on a 
motif based on the life and work of an individual—in this 
instance, the artist Henri de Toulouse-Lautrec (1864-1901), 
habitue of the famed, original Moulin Rouge in Paris. 

For many years the artiste Zito traveled the continent, 
reproducing Toulouse-Lautrec’s paintings. Zito’s works are 
the feature of Nino’s Moulin Rouge. 

The clubroom is oval, 46 by 32 feet. A settee around 
the room, providing abundant lounging space, is covered with 
red cloth with black dots, the dominating colors of the dress 
of those who frequented the original Moulin. Above the 
settee, between curtained panels, are Zito’s reproductions of 
Toulouse-Lautrec’s works. In the clubroom itself are 14; 
others are in the foyer. Decorations in the bar are identical 
with those in the Paris club. 

Here in Nino’s one may view Lautrec himself, as pic- 
tured in the Moulin Rouge of Paris, where he sat and carica- 
tured other patrons. (Perhaps Zito will follow suit at Nino’s, 
for Zito is completely enwrapped in Lautrec.) Seen, also, 
are Lautrec’s “Jane Avril,” ‘La Clownesse,” the dancer, ‘‘La 
Goulue,” and ‘‘La Modiste,” the only girl with whom Lautrec 
ever was truly in love. 

Music in the Lautrec room will be by Chancey Gray, 
director of one of El] Morocco’s orchestras.

edge of every group, selling such delicacies as grilled tasso 
(tidbits of turkey) and griots, which are small pieces of pork 
which have been soaked in the juice of sour oranges, scented 
with herbs and broiled over mahogany fires. 

As the flower-decked floats with Oriental potentates, 
medieval princes, denizens of mythology and folklore parade 
through the streets, the ‘pate’ women”’ stroll along the side- 
walks vending the delectable small, hot flake pies, cr pates 
as they are called in Haiti. These are filled with all kinds of 
savory mixtures, such as chicken, crab, shrimp, codfish. 

Because of the huge supply of bananas in Haiti, which 
range in size from the tiny fig varieties, to the giant versions 
almost a foot long, they are on the daily menu. Consequently, 
there are numerous recipes for serving this popular tropical 
fruit. For a simple dessert, they are cut in half lengthwise 
and again, crosswise and delicately browned in a pan... 
served with powdered sugar and cocoanut or chopped nuts. 
For a special occasion, bananas are served “Au Rhum”; 
prepared by pouring Haitian rum over the fruit, lighted with

a match and basted with the flaming syrup. As fascinating to: 
look at, as they are delicious. 

On Mardi Gras in Haiti, of course there must be pan- 
cakes. In the country, the popular version is the thick West. 
Indian type; sometimes made with bananas or sweet potatoes. 
The more sophisticated thin pancakes, similar to the French, 
are served in the towns. The crepes sometimes rolled around 
sauteed bananas and then blazed with rum... “Crepes Mardi 
Gras”’. 

The Haitian rum (Barbancourt) is made from the pure 
juice of sugar cane instead of the usual molasses. Ever since 
Count Barbancourt founded the company about one hundred 
years ago, this rum has been distilled as carefully, bottled as 
ceremoniously and aged as long and tenderly as a fine cognac. 
Only a few well-traveled connoisseurs in the United States, 
have known about it, according to the Haitians. 


All through the West Indies .. . in the Virgin Islands, 
Trinidad, Puerto Rico, Jamaica, as well as Haiti, the delec- 
table pates are extremely popular. Despite the French name, 
they are more akin to the Spanish and Portuguese ‘‘empa- 
nadas’”, in most cases; featuring the characteristic olive, 
pimiento and red pepper. 


Adapted from the traditional Haitian recipes, they may 
be easily made at home and should create quite a lot of 
conversation at a cocktail, luncheon or supper party. The 
Haitian “‘Pates de Poulet” for instance, are quickly concocted 
of prepared pie crust and canned minced chicken. The same 
is true of the Pates de Morue (codfish patties), using pre- 
pared codfish cakes. Such things as garlic, onion, chopped 
pimiento, lemon juice, parsley, stuffed olives, Tabasco sauce, 
herbs, cayenne pepper, are added to the chicken or fish filling.
